The King of Korea does all his work by 
the electric light. He sleepr’ in the day. 
time, ard receives ell of his callers at 
nieht, There te a wall about twenty feet hig 
which rung clear around bis pstace elty, and 
there are watchhonses on tap of it in which 
sentinels stand day and night. Every 300 feet 
along the ontelde of the wall there Ie a Ifttle 
guardhouse ‘abot five feet.«qiare, which con 
faine two armed soldiere, Each of these guard. 
honses has a well within ft Mned with atrew, and 
while one roldier watches the other curls himself 
up fike as csterpltlar in, thle well and poes ta 


‘eleep. The daldi-rs all steep tn thelr day clothes, 


and they rarely have blankets, The rates which 
Ro into the palace city are guarded’ by soldiers, 
and there are always eervante and offictals about 
them, At one time the Kine thoaght of ranoing 
@ lot of tive wees round the palace walls, ta 
ord’ that any one who a'temnted to climb over 
them might be killed by the terrible electric 
shock which would result from the.contact. 

The botldings In’ the King’s palace citles (he 
has two‘ in. Seoul) are numbered by hundreds. 
They cover many hundred actes, and he has 
miles of apartments in different parts of’ the 
grounds, He keeps his movements a secret, and 
only the fewest people know Io which palace he 
sleeps or how long he will ‘stay there. You can 
never tell where to find him, and {t would be 
almost imposstble to Iny a plan for his abduction. 
He has all the walls of bie. palace city Nghted, 
and when the electric plant {« {n.full blast every 
corner wil be bright at night a8 itis {n the 
daytime, He sleeps tn a room guarded by 
‘unnchy, and in recelving his officials they are 
required to come Into the ‘palace doting the 
daytime, and they walt around tant] his Majesty 
ls ready to recetve them in the evening, As 
foon as tt becomes dusk the gates which enter 
the palace are closed with heavy doors plated 
with fron, They are locked with massive fron 
bars, and the Keys are then taken (nto the 
King. It fs death. to any one ontelde of the 
gatekeeper to touch the locks, and ‘they:are so 
beavy that one of them {1 a load for a man. 


The scenes sbout these gates are more 
gorgeous than thote of the “ Arablan Nights," 
They are surrounded by all the queer charac'ers 
who moke up official Korea.’ There are soldiers 
Ih plom-colopred pantaloons and blue ‘Coats, 
There are the King's masiclans in yellow; and 
there are all sorts of gorgeous servants, drested 
{on bright gowns, Men with paddles for whiping 
the .peoole squat under the walls, thelr 
sleeves rol'ed up to the shoulder and thelr 
brawny muscles ready for action, There are 
Rorgeousty cavarisoned pontes, who stamp thelr 
feet and neigh, There are Jenpard-skla-covered 
chalrs watched by servarite in livery, awatting 
the coming of out of thelr owners, who have 


gone In tasee the-King, There are lackeya of | 


all sorts, and as you look you see that the “Black 
Cronk" fs here outdone. There are no spch 
Rorgeous people on the planet as these offictals, 
Here comes one of themon horsebeck. He has 
A Bervanton each side to sterdy him es he alts 
in the gaddle, Another servant lesds the horse, 
and he fang himeelf as he rides through the 
streets, Hig gown is of light blue silk, and he 
looks clean enrugh to beeaten. T doubt, how.

tellaueot her own, They drese Ike the high 
ofictale, which long gowns reaching to thelr 
feet, sad‘ borschalr cape, They have long, 
yellow, sdber feces, Thelr voices have s high 
falsetto pitch and they move about with a snake- 
tke qatetness, 


The Koreans are very superstitions, They 
have thelr astrologers, and one of the prophets of 
the past evld that the present dynasty would last 
only five hundred years. This time ls now up, ard 
the people look upon the war to a certaln extent 
ava decree of the fates, and some of them think 
that the Kfog’s days are numbered. The King 
himself is very pro-ressive, and be would ike 
to improve his people, He may be able to do 0, 
{fhe can contro! hie officals, and be wil! be able 
to do this only through the Japanese, There fs- 
very little known about. the Government of 
Korea, and {t will be surprising to many people 
to know that {thas a fixed Otganizatlon, and 
that there are departments fo Seoul mach Ike 
those at Washington, These are supposed to 
Control the affalrs of the kingdim, and in tlmee 
past they have practically controlled the Ktag. 
The Kihg, with the ald of the Japanese, is now 
ronoing the mach(ne, and it Is probable that

‘The Goverament of Korea consiste of. the 
King and tt officiate in Seoul, and a vast 
number of officials who are scottered 
over the country, The kingdom is: divided 
up foto eight. different provinces, Each of 
hese proriacys hasa Governor, whole appointed 
by the King, and itis divided up Into connties 
or districts, each of which bas lts officers, Every 
chy or district of ten thousand houses or less has 
a magistrate, who {9 a sort of « ruler and Judge. 
He collects all the taxes and passes spon all 
disputes, He Is a man ¢f power, and every one 
} bas between 
three and four hundred of these magletrates, and 
they practically ran the kingdom outside of 
Seoul, They collect the taxes and they have 
scores of ‘eribes about them who area sort of 
political strikers, and who do the dirty work for 
them, These lower officers all pay those-above 
them for. their offices, and they expect to get 
back thelr money out of the people. The poor 
farmer, in fact, has to pey taxes over and over 


again, aod if he gets avything ahead ft is 


Squeezed out of blm by torture or peddling. 


The high officlals of Seoul are bumerous, 
though the most of them have fled to the 
country on account of the war, I wap told 
that there were elght Vice-Presidents to the 
Home Office when I was tn Seoul, and there 
were a number of Vice-Presidents to the Foreign 
oO To this office there ave about Aficen 

and nearly as many Secretaries of State, 
The King has two mes who are su to be 
hia closest advleers, and these are called the 
Minlsters offthe Right and Left, All of these 
officials when they go to the palace take their

The figures given in Mr. Whitehead’s tables

pounds sterling of Beltish and ‘Irish produce 
exported from the Untted Kingdom has decreased 
during the past a0 years by 7 per cent, the 


decrease has arisen not in connexion with silver-- 


uslno countries, but {n connexton wi'h rold-using 
countries. Indeed, while the drcrease of exports 
betwern the average of 1870-74: a8 compared 
with 1893 bas been 12 per cent. t> gold-using 
countrler, there has been an increare of 18 per 
cent, to alfver-using countries, 
titles tnatead of values'and confine cur vlew to 
the great staple of cotton-ctoth exports, Mr. 
Whi'phead’s tablet show an Increase of nearly 
¥30 per cent. to India from 1873 to 1879, an 
increase of 100 percent. to silver-using countries 
of the East and to Mex'co, agalnst an tncrease 
of only 17 per cent, to all other countries which 
practically vepresent the gold-using .nattons 
of the world, These rates are not so great 
asthe Increase in the preceeding 23 years, 10° 
that, propo:tonately, there has been a falling off, 
Judged by wolame of exports the silver-usiog 
countries have been Great ‘Britaio’s best 
Customers, and it is only tha Increasing export 
tathem which has helped to mitigate the 
decrease of vatae in the total exports, as shown 
above, to the gold-using countries, The two 
Rteat silver.using countries of Asla have by 
the adoption of modern ‘industrial methods 
and ateam power not only immensely increased 
thelr capacity of production, but also thelr 
capacity for, purchasing the productions of Great 
Britatn, .
